bloody battle at Little's coal mine, five 
miles down the Illinois river from, this 
city, yesterday. 
Word was received 


here that 500 miners from west o£ the 
river were about to attack the mine. 
Sheriff Frederick swore in a^iosse and 
set out for the scene. Tho strikers as- 
sembled at. Bentonville and crossed thi 
Illinois by ferries. There were abont 
400 men and some women. 


The sheriff and posse remonstrated 


with the mob" in vain. 
The leader of 


the strikers, with a revolver in each 
baud, cried out: 
"Follow me," and the 


crowd charged on the mine. 
Tho t .vo 
Littles and their two sons and a colored 
man retreated to the tower above tlie 
shaft.and opened fire on the attacking 
party, some o£ whom were seen to fall. 
The fire was returned, and hundreds of 
shots were fired iulo and through the 
tower. The Littles hoisted a whita ilaic, 
but the firing did not ceaso. 
The shaft 


was set on tire and destroyed. 
It was 


feared the powderhouse would be fired, 
and the crowds retreated. The airshai't 
was kept closed. 


The MleJ are: 
John Jackson, colored, a minor at 
Littles. 


Ed Blood, one of the strikers. 
The wounded are: Ed Porter and 


Peter Little of the besieged, the former 
Bhot in the breast, probably fatally, the 
latter in the arm. Half a dozen others 
were slightly hurt. There aro a number 
of miners in the shaft, who, it is feared 
are suffocated. Among them are Gus 
Moritz, Fred Moritz and John Hockey. 
The sheriit' and posse have returned 
from the scene unable to cope with tlie 
mob. Pekin is wild with excitement. 


MARION, Ills., June 7,—The miners 


broke camp at Cartorville and retreated 
before the militia arrived.

Carbondale, 
D of Belleville and C of Efflnghain, 
have control of all tho switches and 
mines, and 40 cars of coal were rnn out 
that had bean held by the miners.

Sovural Reported Killed. 


PKOBIA, Ills., June 7.—Several people 


we reported killed at Wesley City in a 
fight between strikers and deputies. 
The mine was burned, in which was 
several men at the time. 


Although tiie deputies cut all the tole^ 
graph wires between this city and Mid- 
land, the miners were quickly informed 
by their scouts of th.; advance of the 
sheritla force uud prepared lor battle 
ihey were willing tu submit to the 
militia, but declared they would never 
be arrested until the trooos arrived. 
Mayor Lindsay and President Parker o£ 
the i<irst National bank called up Sheriff 
Lowers by telephone, aivl begged him to 
stop his deputies until the troops could 
reach camp. Sheriff Bowers agreed to 
this, and there is ever reason to believe 
that there will be no further hostilities

the complainant In this case, as the 
requires. The auditor's proceedings, 
by which this assessment was en- 
tered on the general tax duplicate 
against the taxpayer, without notice 
or opportunity to be heard, and 
which oflsewmont i.t a cloud upon the 
title to his realty and a leln upon

As they --rojipcd together from the 


platloim of the far the bp<etalor, o\ci 


The Chilean Government Giving Airaj Ni- 


trate of Swli* to Ainericau Farmers. 


The Chilean government had appro- 


priated a lurije sum of money to pay for 
the transportation ot several cjargoea of 
mtiate from Chile to the United States 
and thti e^tablishnicxit bei-Q of a bureau 
of distribution. 
A commissioner has 


been appointed whoicpr^sento the Chil- 
ean goverumcut hero in the tests to be 
made with it in comparison with do- 
me^tic fertilizers 


The people of Chile believe that if the 


farmers of this country once know the 
value of uitiate ot soda us a fertilizer 
they will use it in preference to the 
manufactured fertilizers. 
But Chile's 


first aim is to develop a maiket for its 
nitrates in tho United States. Up to the 
present time England and QUO or two | 
other European countries have been the 
consumers ot* the nitrate found in Chile. 
Very little is exported to the United 
States.' And tho icasou for this, so say 
the Chileans, is that theineritaof this 
peculiar fertilizer aro almost unknown 
to American agriculturists. 


For the past two months the Chilean 


goverument has been distributing small 
packages of nitrate of soda from "Wash- 
ington, where the Cliiloan agent has es- 
tablished temporary headquarters and is 
woiking in COB junction with the depart- 
ment of agriculture 
Up to the present 


time a ship's cargo has bren given out 
in thib way to farmers aad horticultur- 
ists. .Experiments in the past prove that 
tho nitrate i» u valuable top dii'Saing for 
wheat and 
out4-, 
>i hundredweight of 


the niciateper aero producing ail iii- 
cieah'1 in the crop of 13 bushels per acre 
in wheat and from four to live sacks iu 
outi. Arrangements ,ue being made to 
.^end to a largo number of prominent 
farmers in various parts of this country 
a huflifiont quantity of nitrato to ferti- 
lize un aciu of land, iu order that the 
resiilty maybe cumpaied with other for- 
tih^t-iT U'-cxl in adjoining yiouiid. Sev- 
eral ujugo'js 'if nitrato will bo bent hero 
from Chile for this purpose —Now York 
World.
